This day, Lord North, after a very thort introduétory fpeech, mo- 
ved, in the Houfe of Commons, for leave to bringin a bill to ng 
aud enable Commiffianers to. take. and ftate public accounts ; to Sicer- 
tain what balanées were in the-hands of public officers ; to difeover what 
defeéts exiited in the mode of making up accounts in the. Exchequer 5 


and to report tothe Houfe whatyhey thoyld deem the beft method of « 


removing thofe defycts. ; : 

Meh. Fobnfloue fuggefted an amendment to the motion. There 
were defeéiwand delays in collegting the piblic revenue, which called as 
much for proper regulations, as the mode of pafling accounts : he there- 
fore moved; that’a'provifion” refpecting coltection thould + be inferted in 
the bill. To this Lord North had no objeétion. ; /i a 

Sir George ‘Yonge wilhed to have fome things explained to him be- 
fore he could give his affent’to the motisn, He wanted to know, if the 
Comfniffion was to be perpetual ; how'the Commiflioners were to pro- 
ceed ; and of what number the Commiffion thould-confitt? 

Colonel Barre rofe, he faid, with pleafare, to diferedit a report 


that had {pread itfelf abroad, mugh to the prejudice of the Noble Lord + 


in the blue ribbon. “It has been faid,”” obferved the Colonel, ** ‘That 
* tis Lordhhip has ftolen my bill from me... I will do him the juftice to 
© declare that he has not: ‘The bill he has moved for is his own ; and, 
€ fach as it is, he is entitled to the fle Tionour that will arife from it. 
**. "The idea, indeed, wpon which it «was founded was originally niine ; 
* but the Noble Lord has taken it up himitlf. How far he has im- 
** proved upon the idea the public fhall moft certainly know ; for I will 
«* move for the printing of the bill, after it fhall have bcen once read, 
** and then] will ¢ontraft it with that which I intended to have brought 
** in myfelf. ‘“Fhe-Noblé Lord, howéver, ought not to have delayed 
*« his motion (Jong ; and it if not:a Kittle extraordinary, that he thould 
** have made it fo foon after. a Right Honourable Gentleman (Mr Rig- 
** by) had, on a former day, imperagively.called-out.for a commiffion 
‘* of accounts, “From the very great readinefs the Noble Lord thews 
** to oblige that Right Honourable Gentleman, itis not unfair to fup- 
** pof, that the commiffion was thought of only for the parpofe of gi- 
s* ving that gentlemat_a guictus, by pafling,his acrounts.for him ; and 
** that its *inftitution is a mockery of the petitions prefented from the 
a4 people.” . 

Lord Irubam faid, that what the Noble Lord had firft thrown out, 
when he gave notice of the motion, had raifed fome doubts in his mind. 
His Lordthip propefed to have the commiffion filled up by perfons out 


of Parliament. “To infpeét the public accounts was the. peculiar pro- ; 


vince of the Houfe of Commons; aid to delegate that power to per- 
fons who had not received it from the people, was, he thought, very 
improper, and what he would by no means confent to. . 

Fae Attorney General defended Lord Nosth in his propofitien, that 
no Member of Parliament fhould become a commiffioner. Every former 
commiffion which ‘had beén formed of Members ef Parliament had fail- 
ed to produce any’effeét ; and the only one from which any. good had 
refulted, was that’ oftwhich Mr Charles 'Townthend ufed. to boaft, and 
which that Gentléman held to, have been fuccefsful merely becaufe 
Mesmtbers-of Parliamaat had not been concerned:in it. If the Noble 
Lord had intended to give a quietus to a certain great accomptant, as had 
heen infinuated by-dn’ Honourable Gentleman, he muft have worded his 
motion in a very different manner :: for; in” its prefent form, it could 
never anfwer that end. The titleof the bill, as recited in the motion, 
gave no power to the Conimiffiongrs to difgharge.or give receipts. They 
were folely to take and ftate accounts: therefare:the Honourable Gen- 
tleman’s infinuation“was:totally void of foundation. ° . 

Mr Dempjler ditt not like that Members of Parliament thould be ¢x- 
cluded from the Commiffion::, He was of .too little confequence to be a 
Comuniffioner; but fo great was his defiye to {ce the national accompts 
put in a way of examination, that he was. seady to become the door- 
keeper to the Conimillioners, and to hand them pens, ink, and paper, 
withont either fee or reward: < ’ , é 

Lord Newbaver likewile profeffed: his readinefs to give every degree 
of encouragement in his power to the Commiffion, and to give up his 
time freely in inveftigating the public accompts. 

The idea of excluding Members of Parliament was reprobated-by 
all the gentlemen inv oppolition who fpoke-on the fubjéct. They infifted, 
‘That a Board inftituted bythe noble Lord, the members of which were 
to be nominated by him, and who were, perhaps, to have falaries affign- 
ed to them by him, would be very: unlikely to make any report that 
fhouid be prejudicial to him: All malverfations would, therefore, pro- 
bably be pafled ever, and never be made known to Parliament ; ‘all u- 
Srope or fraudulent contraéts, wouldbe overlooked, and buried in fi- 

nee, ; 

. Mr Alderman Harley wifhed earneftly for a Commiffion of Accompts. 
‘That, he faid, muft retieve shim from a great deal of odium. His ac- 
compts were ready, and fo clear, that any gentleman, in a-couple of 
hours, might be mafter’ of them, though millions had paffed through 


_his hands. He complained of the conduét.of a noble Lord in the Up- 


per Houfe, who hadpoken of him in a very difrefpeétful manuier; nay, 
who had gone fo far. libel him. ‘That noble Lord had coupled: him 
with another, under the denomination of curfed contrafors ; and. had ac- 
eufed him of having endeavoured’to ‘ftarve the province of Canada, by 
buying up all the command fidur in it. 
tained a diabolical falfchood ; -and_he called upon the Houfé for protec- 
tion againft charges made in a place where he could not defend himfelf. 
He was vilified and mifreprefented j and, vider the odium. confequent 


to mifreprefentation, he fhould be fent down to the country to. canyafs . 


for his eleétion, Inftgad of making ufurions contratts, ‘he was obliged

Mr Burke thewed, That an accompt then on the table, of the expen- ' 
diture of a million of money, which lad been granted by a yote of cre- 
dit laft year, mutt be falfe, if what the Honourable Member had faid 
was true; for that acgompt ftated, that fach and fuch fums had been 
delivered to Thomas Harley, Efq;. for the purpofe of buying Portugal 
eoiu to fend to America: That Gentleman, however; in contradi¢tion 
to the accompt, had juft faid, that;it was by bills of exchatige the mo- 
ney had been remitted, and not in the gold coin of Portugal. oie 

Mr Harley explained his affertion. The accounts, he faid, were 
drawn up in an old official form: that remittances were always miade in 
Spanifh and Portugal coin, -while fuch coin was to be had ; but the ba- 
Tance of trade being againft ns, and the gold and filver of théfe two 
countries being confequently fcarce among us, it became neceflary to 
remit Britifh money. 'Fhis had been done by bills of exchange, the* moft 
beneficial mode to the nation, as the people had. thereby: an opportuni- 
ty of availing themfelves of the advantage that would acrue to them, 
when the exchange fhould be in their favour. . an 

Mr W. Ellis fuggetted a reafon why it, would be better to appoint 
to the'commiffion gentlemen who were out,of Parliamett 3 for if it thould 
at prefent be deemed expedient to name none but. members toit, the 
appointment might be attended with inconvenience.at the diffolution of 
Parliament, an event which muft take place at little umore than a year at 
fartheft. Some of the Commiffioners might not be returned again ; and 
5n fuch cafe he did not fee how it was poffible to get rid of a difficulty, 
Sf it fhould be abfolutely neceflary to be in Parliament, to Le a Com- 
mmiffiener, But tet the determination of the Honfe on. that. fubjeét be 
what it might, he earneftly withed to fee the commiffion appointed, be 
eaufe he held an office which rendered him am objeét of the enquiry 
which that commiffion would authorife. :

Of Parliament from the cammiffion, he was not at all furprifed at it ; 
for it was a*prattice with fome, gentlemen to — every meafure 
propofed by him ; they had their.yiews-in it no Youbt ; he was, howe- 
wer, fatisfied that they would be difappointed ; for as he was to have 
the public for judges, he was fare at their tribunal it would be pronoun- 
ced, that he had agted iacqumenner expreffive of his fincere intention 
to fee that the public maney” es properly, applied. * Me meant no re- 
Action ‘on the abilities ofthe Heule, when he propéfed that none of 
‘its meibers Mould be of the Commiflien. He had daid before, and he 
then repeatéd ity ‘that’ there were, to his knowledge,,many;-very maoy 
members in that Houle, Whawere fully equal to that office. Bat leatt 
the public fhould fatpedt, tazt party would interfere, he had’ prefumed, 
that perfons out of Parliament Would be the moft proper} and as he 
Would not givéd his vote for any who had: not a reputation, to, lofe, he 
could not fee any danger tb the State in their appointment, .or.the fmal- 
left thadow to found the chargé, that he had meant to make a mockery 
of enquiry. i tory > 

The’ que(tion was at length put, and carried without a divifion. 

Mr “Grofveaor, being appointed one of the gentkemca who are to 
bring in the: bill, he took octafion to fay a few words on Mr Burke's 
bill, which was thea going to’be committed. It contained, he faid, two 
ptinciples ; the one, to abolith ufelefs places; the other, to appropriate 
the money faved thereby to the: public uf®& Minifters, perhaps, would 
oppofe both. For his.part, he intended to take a principle from both 
‘ides of the Houfe ; with one, he would agree to the abolition of ufelefs 
places; with the other, he: would oppefe the appropriation of the fa- 
vings to the public ufes. “He did not fee any reafon why Parliament 
fhould proceed, without any grounds of accufation, to deprive the 
Crown of thofe grants that had heen made in lieu of revenues, which 
the King formerly enjoyed, and which were given up in confideration of 
the prefent civil lift eftablifhment. Such a ftep ought not, in his opinion, 
to be taken, except where a grofs abufe was proved ; no fuch proof was 
then attempted to be made; he could not, therefore, vote away the fa- 
vings, efpecially when he: obferved the great encreafe of the Royal Family. 

Mr Fox prefented a, petition from the inhabitants of Weltmintter. 
Tt contained, he faid, s000 names. He had an opportunity, from be- 
ing put into the Chair of their Committee, to learn their fentiments, 
and he could take upon him to. fay, they were refolved to be tempe~ 
rate, moderate, and peaceable; but they were alfo firm and determi 
ned, and a reformation they would have. In vain fhould the Minifter 
hope to elude their petition, by throwing out Mr Bucke’s bill this year ; 

. for hext year he wonld find them as fixed and determined as the prefent. 
And they and the. reft of the petitioners mult ultimately obtain their 
ends ; becaufe no Parliament. would, thould, or dared to refufe them. 
Parliament dare not refufe, becanfe they know it would be unjuft to do 
it. He concluded by moving, that the petition fhould lie on the table. 
The motion was agreed to. - ' 

The Houle then refolved itfelf into 1 Committee on the Contrae- 
tor’s bill, Mr Huffey in the chair; when all the blanks were filled up. 

Sir P. Clerke moved, that the report be made to-morrow. 

‘Lord North withed~ to open his taxes,as foon as poflible, and would 
he glad that the honotirable member would defer the report till the taxes 
fhould have been opened. . 

Sir P..Clerke. would not conferit/tor it’; for he made it a point to 

have the fate of that bill detided, before the Houfe Should be called up-

- It was at laft agreed, that the report’ fhould be made to-morrow, 
the taxes. opened on .Wednefday,- and Mr T. Luttrell’s. charge againft 
Lord North confidered on Thurfday. 

The Houfé- ther “went into a Committee on Mr Burke’s bill, and 
Mr Eiwes took the’chair. The firft claufe difcufled was that which a- 
bolifhes the Board of Trade.>  ~ ° 

Mr Eden obferved, that fomeconfideration fhould be had for a 

* Board long and conftitutionally eftablifhed ; and that it ought not to be 
abolifhed without caufe.: If the hon. member who had framed the bill, 

” withed to have evidence relative to its utility, he could farnith him with 
it: Hehad evidence om record, confifting of 2400 volumes, containing 
the tranfactions of the ‘Board, and likewifé the oral evidence of Mr 
Pownal, who had been 30 years Secretary to the Board. 

Mi Burke treated the idea of 2400 volumesin a very laughable and 
ludicrous manner, and atiysded the Houfe a‘ good deal of amufement. 

Mr Eden then entéred into a defence of the Board; thewed the 
antiquity of its eftablithment from written evidence; and maintained its 
utility, as well from the objeét ia its department, as from. the opinion of 
many able writers who had written on the fubjeét, 

Mr Powual replied, and gave it as his opinion that all the bufinefs 
tranfacted by the office called the Board of ‘Frade gid Plantations, might 
_be as well conducted without as with. that office. 

Mr Rigby re-afferted what he had faid on Wednefday, and remarked 
witli his wonted freedont upon Mr Fox’s anfwer and perfonal attack 
upon him that day. ices id : 

.Mr Fox was called up by Mr. Rigby's ‘comments on his declaration, 

- that if the propofition thrown out by the Right Hon. Gentleman on 
Wedtefaay laft had been affirmed by a majority, then that Houfe would 
no longer be a fit place for agitating. any, points that teaded ta preferve 


. the Hberty of the fabjeét.””” The Right Hon. Gentleman, Mr Fox faid,. 


bad declared, * he did not underftand what was meant by faying, that 
if the propofition had been aflirmed, ‘the’ peoples rights might be dit 
cofled elfewhere, and had'afked where e//¢ gentlemen would go?” accom- 
panying the queftion with an aflertion, “* that 'as long as the King and 
the twe Hoafes-of Parliament agreed together and were in unifon, fo 
Jong the contftitution would be fafe."’ Moft certainly he had talked in 
that: manner, and moft cettainly he did not now rife to retraét a fylla- 
‘bl¢e of what he had faid; he was ftill of am opinioa that the Houfe of 
Commons wotld “have been an unfit place.to have attempted to’ difcufs 
any claims of rig on the part of the fubjeéts in, if the: propofition bad 
been fo refolved, andihe made -nét-the leit {Cruple to repeat his opinion 
on that ‘head, becaufe it,was mot evident that the Houfe would. not, 
and he believes the Right Hon.,.Géntleman ‘did not himflf now think, 
that the Houfe would have tefolved the propofition ‘in the affirmative, 
He withed,. hiowever, even yet, thiat the ptopofition might be fairly de- 
bated, and in.a proper arid ‘unequivocal manner decided upon. - The 

Right Hon. Gentleman, if*he dfd;not think that his propofition would 
have been negatived by the: Houfe, might yet move it; it was ftill open 
to difcuffion, and he thould' be gtad to-hear it brought forward. He with- 
ed to have the fulleft authority, upon it,,and he ‘hoped that a learned 
and refpe€table tuthority, the higheft and. the fevereign authority in 
that Houfe, would have favoured the Houde with his opinion refpeét- 
ing it; he withed he would favour the Committee fo far as to give his 
fentiments upon it then. ‘The fentiments'of aman of {0 exalted a cha- 
racter, of fuch great profeffiowal knowledge,’ and fuch diftingnithed ta- 
lents, could. not but put the queftion out of difpute} and create univerfal 
confent and univerfal-concurrence within thofe walls. 

Mr Fox fpbke of ‘the probable change’ Of’ Admidiftration, and faid 
that Minifters ought not to quit-their pofts before they were fure that 
there were fucceflors ready to take their places. ‘Unlefs the K— was 
determined entircly to change his fyftem, and no longer to govern by 
c n and influence,:no man of honour, no man to whom the peo- 





|, ple could look up with confidence, would come into office ; and therefore 


fo. long as the prefent plan of government continued, he knew of no 
men fo, fit to be’ Minifters as the wretched knot of pliant t—Is now em- 
ployed. ‘The moment the fy{tem.was changed, the moment his Ma- 
jefty determined to conform to the {pirit of the conftitation, to’ govern 
by his people’s love, to rely’on ‘that alone, and to aét as the molt glo- 
rious of his anceftors-had doné; that moment there would be people e- 
nough of reqfabiligies, of real zeal for thir country, and of thofe who 
~ mott loved and™ ntefterevered its conftitutian, ready dnd ‘willing to ac- 

cépt of plates, amb c@ dedicate their time to, the fervice' of the’ public. 
He called cpon the’ Lotds of ‘Trade, from motives.ofidelicaey and de~ 





fraud. He faid it was a direl falfebood. He would willingly join iffue , 


with the Hon. Gentleman on that queftion ; and on it he was ready-to- 
ftake his honour; his reputation, his fortune, and his life. . His Lord-« 
ship, repeated the defence he had made in the two laft {effions-; aad 
explained how he fiad been led into an error, by taking for the bafis of 


_ Ris agreements the.navy contragt, which he thought he might have fale 
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tency, pig vee not to’ vote. “Hé remarked, that the queftion 
‘the other night evas Cdiried againft the firft’ claufe, by feven votes only, 
and that feven votes-were the exaét number of the Lords of Trade; he 
urged the feven perfons who held thofe offices, if they ‘had any regard 


for their own charagters, any defire to be. fpoktn-well of without doors, 





and to avoid being treated’ with contemptiwhrever they went, to‘ab- 


{tain from voting, caling to their own feelings, what an idea it muft 
. imprefs vpon. the: ny sof mankind, if it were difcovered, that they ‘car- 
ried the queftigon: agaift the dlaifé’s ftandihg part of the bill, only by 
their own votes. -, oy, yo Bo pyseb eee : ’ 
Mr Fox’s calling wpoy the Speaker to decide spon Mr Rigby’s propo- 
fition, gave rife'to one.of the moft extraordinary cbnverfations ever heard 
in the Houfe of Commons. + f i 
Sir Fietcher Norton{*(who had game down from. the gallery, where he 
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was feated when Mr Fox called apo him) rofe as foon as Mr Fox.fat 


‘down, and began his fpeech with obferving, that he thould be the matt 


arrogant and prefumptuous of men, if he had ventured to think as the 
Honourable Gentleman had faid of the high authority called upon: appli. 


ed to him ; and yet, aS a part of it could apply to no other perfon, hes 


thought it his duty to rif@} and though he had, on all ocealions, endeas 
voured to conduct himiclf with as much impartiality as. poflible, to whut 
was called both fides of the Howfe, and to every individnal in it, andy 
the better te-do that, ttad, even when the form of the Houte, fach ag 
it thén was, from’ being in a Committee, afforded him a warrantable 
reafon for delivering his opinion on any fubjeét under difcuflion, avoided 
to give his fentiments, becauie he found, that w! . 


» be had {poken ina. 


Committee, it in fome degree warped his mind, and left 4 ‘bials upoa jg, 


when the matter came before kin: afterwards (when he had the honour 
to fit in the chair of the Houfe) he could not now,be filent y but as he 


really had no intention whatever to have intertered in the prefent im. _ 


portant bufinefs, he wilhed, before he proceeded any farther, to knowif 


hewas the perfon upon whom the Honourable Gentleman had called 7 


for his opinion ? 

Mr Fox faid (acrofs the Houfe) moft'certainly I call upon you, Sir, 
and I witk, what Tam fare the Committee with, that you would {peale 
your opinion upon the propofition thrown out on Wednedday laft by. the 
Right Honourable Geatheman, , 

Sir Fletcher Norton on this rofe again, and faid, that thus peculiarly 


called upon, he certainly would futisty the Committee as far as he wag 
able. He then ftated his reafons for intending not to interfere wiih the 
prefent bill, affigning, among others, tliat the culls of his {tuation as 
Speaker, would not permit him to inveftigate the bill, either in the grofs, 
or part by part, with that attention which a bill of fuch immenfe impore 
tance required, before any man could be able to give his opinion upog 


it with any fort of fatisfaétion to himéclf. 
mutt accept his opinions jejune ‘and indigefted as they were; but he 
would affure them, they were his real, genuine opinions. 

He then proceeded to ftate his fentiments; but, in order to do fo the 
more comprehenfibly, he went into a cgnfidération of the whole queftion 


upon which the bill was avowedly founded—Speaking firft to the petis, 


tions on the table, which, though not literally the voice of the peopk, 
he thought, from the refpeétable perfons who figned them, from th 
capital places they came ‘from, and from the numbers of the petitions’ 
ers, their contents might fairly be deemed the voice of the people, and 
ought to be attended to. Nay, he fiid the Houft.cou/d not, dared nog 
but treat them with sefpeét and attention. 
language, he declared, that by the phrafes, ‘* the Houfe can not and. 
dare not,” he meant, that the Houfe ought not, and he was fure it nei 
ther cou/d nor dared do what it ought not to do. He owned, he thould 


have liked the petitions better if not coupled with Coinmittécs of Afloe 


ciation. He paid Mr Burke the highe(t compliments for his fPeech in &

ly apology for this {trong , 


pening his plan, declaring that he never had heard fo inftructive, fo ine . 


genious, and fo able a {peech, in or out of Parliament. He remarked, 
however, that proceeding with the bill did not, in his opinion, look like 
doing bufinefs. He thought the.proper way would have been, not, ta, 
have let the petitions lie on the table, but to have appointed, one, two, 


three, or four days for their confideration ; to ‘have gone honeftly and. 


fairly into them ; to have fhewn the people of .England that the Houle 
was not afraid to inveftigate their prayers, when it was univerfally a« 
greed that they had a legal right to prefer thofe prayers to that Houfe; 


but that they meant, without dread on their part, or duplicity towards. 


the petitioners, to give them all the redrefs in their power, and to fay 


at once to them, fo-much we can do for you, and more you mufl not em - 


pect. 
He then entered into a definition of the original compaét between the 


Legiflature and the Crown ; fhewed what would amount to a violatien * 
on éither fide, and on what grounds the compact might be retrenched » 


upon; and confefled, that he was not, for one, ripe to fay any fuch 
violation had been made by his Majefty. At the fame time, -hé gave 
it as his opinion, that Parliament had a right to reterm the cftablith 
ment, and that the Crown had no right tg.complain. He declared he 
difliked Parliaments refolvitig abftraét propofitions, as much as any man, 
and he wifhed the propofitions of the Right Hon. Gentleman had been 
coupled with the bill; and faid, it ought to have been fo coupled, be- 
caufe the principle made the queftion in that propofition, and was infe- 
parably connected with every part and claufe of the bill; had it, there~ 
fore, been fo coupled, it would no longer have been an abftract propo- 
fition. . 

Speaking of influence, he faid, moft indifputably the influence of the 
Crown had thewn itielf greatly within thofé walls, and that it was much, 
encreafed of late ; it was, therefore, the duty of every member of Parlia~ 


ment, and every friend to the conftitution, to repel and check it as. 


much as poflible. He took occafion in this part of his {peech to fay, 
that he was no friend-of the noble Lord’s in the blue ribbon, neither 
was the noble Lord any friend of his. That the matter had,. foma 
time fince, been fetiled between them, on the moft unequivocal terms, 
and, therefore, he would fpeak out, and fpeak his opinion freely. The 
noble Lord had treated him extremely ill in a late tranfagtion, and he 
lamented that the time was not yet come for him to ftate the particn- 
lars fully to-the Committee, and let them fee, whether what he had 
faid was not ftriétly true. ‘The time, however, would foon arrive, and 
if the noble Lord did not do him juftice, he would ftate every partign- 
lar of the tranfaétion. 
hoped that, having faid it, no man would think he fufféréd the {mallef 
fhare of private anger to mix itfelf in his conduét within thofé walls. 
He was fure. the noble Lord would do hjm the juftice to own, that he 
had found no want of refpeét, no difference of conduét ian him, when 
in the chair which he had the honour to fill undes that roof, :fince the 
tranfadtion alluded to. He would fay further, that when the'noble Lord 
had fent to him on biifinefS, he had always treated his meflages; and 
thofe who broaght them, with civility, and had given the be({t advice 
in his power; it was true méflages for advice were not often fent to 


He thought it fair to fay thus much, and he. , ¥ 


him ; and he muft add one thing more, his advice had. feldom enever’ 


been taken, but he afcribed. it rather to want of regard for the perfon 
of the advifer, than any doubt of the goodnefs of the advice. 

To return, however, to the influence of the Crown, he faid hé woult 
joint with any gentleman, or any fet of gentlemen, in attempting to 
reftrain the inordinate influence of the Crown, and he thought the beft 
way would be bya place-bill. He cared not even if Commilflioners of 
the Cuftoms, Navy, &c. had feats to a certain number, ‘The influence 
of the Crown was neceflary in-fome degree ; it was the quantum only 


- 


that required to-be regulated; he, therefore, propoféd a place-bill, with - 


certain exceptions, 

In regard to the claufe then under difcuffion, he declared he fhould 
vote, if it were proper for hin to vote at all, for the:abolition of the 
Board of Trade, as an ufelefs, expenfive, and idle Board. , 


Lord North replied and began with profeffing his furprize and his: 


forrow at the learned gentleman’s declaring, that ‘* he was an enemy to ¢, 


the noble Lord.” He faid, he knew not .for what redfon the learned. 
gentleman made fuch a declasation, unlefs it was on account’of his con= 
duét in, fome negociations for other, which had then flipped his memto- 
ry, but which had, he fuppofed, at fome time or other been on foot, 
though he really knew not to what the learned gentleman alluded. He 
was yet more furprized, however, at the learned gentleman's having 
gone ftill farther, and added, ** The noble Lord is no friend to me.” 
This he thought was rather drawing a gréater conclufion than the leara- 
ed gentleman was warranted te draw. He really, let the learned gen-' 


tleman feel as much his enemy as he would, was no enemy to the .. "7 


learned gentleman. After dwelling for fome little time on this point, 
his Lordthip defended the Board of ‘I'rade as a very ancient and ufefub 
Board, declaring, that what an honourable gentleman (Mr Eden) had 
faid. in relation to it, avould, he thought, have been fully fufficient to 
have turned the tide that ran againft that Board, and convinced every” 
gentleman, that it was right te throw out the clanfe. 

As foon as his Lotdthip had concluded his fpeech, Sir Fletcher. Nore 
ton rofe again, and faid he was altonifhed that the noble Lord thould 
dare before his face affert that he had been a negociator with him. He 
did affure the Committee he never had beem concerned in any negoci- 
ation whatever with the noble Lord. ' 

Lord North explained, and appealed to the Commitiee; whethef 
had. called the learned. gentleman a negociator ? His Lordthip sepeated 
what he had before faid, relative to his want of recolleétion of what the 
“learned gentleman alluded to. 

Sit Fletcher rofe again, and faid he would not be trifled. with 5 and if 
the noble Lord did not explicitly affert that he liad never been a nego- 
ciator with him, he: would flate tothe Committee all the tranfaétions 
to. which he had alluded in his former fpeech. 

Lord North difclaimed the idea of being forced to fay any thing to 
prevent any difcovery, let it tead to what it would’ His Lor‘ hip fnid, 


? he had no with whatever te to conceal any part of his cond: Gy, cither 
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tefpeAing the learned gentleman or any other perfon. He then again 
repeated his former expreffions, and faid, the learned gentleman began 
tlre difpuvte by his declaratiog, ‘* that he was no friend to the noble 
Lord, ncither was the noble ord any friend to him,” 

Sir Fletcher and his Lerd/bip’were up alternately fix or eight times 
more, and at length Sir Fletcher faid, the noble Lord forced him to 
ftate to the-Committee all the tranfactions be had alluded to. He 
then told the Committee, ‘that when he was fi tt folicited to accept the 
finecure place the at that time held, another perfon was at the head’ of 
Adminittration, but that the noble Lord was at that time a member of 


Adminiftration.. ‘That an Hon. Gentleman tlien in his eye was fent to 
him from the firft Lord of the ‘Treafury, offering, as far as the Mini- 
fter could offer, to get him appointed Speaker. of that Houfe, and to 


give him the finecure he then held. His anfwer was, he would on no 
account whatever be taken out of the line of his profeffion ; and that 
if he accepted of the offers, it would be with a retrofpeétive view to his 
profeflion, and on condition of his giving up the fituation whenever he 
could be provided forin Weftminfter-hall. This promife agreed to; he 


accepted the offers, and had held the high office of Speaker ever fince. 
He had lately heard, and that from the: beft authority, no leis than the 
firtt Law Officer of the Crown, that it was in agitation to remove a cer- 


tain judge, by given him a large penfion, and to put another-perfon in 
his room on the Bench of the Court in which the judge, fo to be remo- 
ved, prefided. The moment he heard this, he had faid it was impof- 
fisle, hecaufe though, as he had ftated, the noble Lord was not at the 
head of Adminiftration, he was a member of it when the promite had 


been made him, and therefore could not but be privy to:it. Sir Flet- 
cher added, that he rather thought it impoflible, beeaufe when he ac- 
cepted of the finecure be held, he was, if he might fay it without im- 
putation of vanity, the firfi man in Weltminfter-hall; and when the 


charaéter, the ftanding, the profeffional abilitics, and pretenfions of 
the perfon who was to have been made the Judge, were confidered, he 
thought he was at leaft as well qualified to be the, Judge of a Court of 
Common Law as that perfon. When he heard it, however, he fent a 
meéffage to the noble Lord, informing him that he thould call on him 
the next morning, and bring a friend with him, and he begged that 
the noble Lord would have a friend with him alfo,-as the bulinefs was 
particularly importaiit. When he arrived in Downing-{treet, he found 
the noble Lord alone. He remonftrated, and urged the noble Lord to 
call in fome perfon; the noble Lord politely refufed. He. then opened 
his bufinefs by asking, if what he had heard was true? The noble Lord, 
to his extreme furprife, anfwered, It was; and told him, moreover, 
that it was a meafure to be put in practice direétly ; by direétly, he un- 
derftood the next day. He semonttrated, and charged the noble Lord 
with breach of promile. The noble Lord evaded that matter by plead- 
ing ignorance of any promife, and faying, that the promife of his prede- 
ceffor, if any were made, did not devolve on his fhoulders. He then 
threatened to flate the abominable tranfaction to the Houfe, and, if he 
could reach evidence, to punith the negociators, and thereupon left the 
noble Lord. He had only to add, that the bufine’s had not from that 
day to this been carried into execution. 

Lord North, in pofitive terms, difclaimed any recolleftion that the 
Jearned gentlemanvhad fent to him, to defire him to have a friend with 
him. He now withed, if any fach defire had been made to him, that 
he had complied with it. ; His Lordthip declared he had no knowledge 
whatever of the promife made to the honourable gentleman by his pre- 
deceffor, and faid he belicved, if the plan had been to remove the 
judge in queftion, and feat the learned gentleman iv his- place, the 
learned gentleman would neither have thought it an abominable nor a 
verf foul tranfaétion. E ' 

Sie Fletcher replied, and his Lordthip again anfwered. 

At length Mr Rigby rofe, and faid he was the perfon who had car- 
ried the meflage to the learned gentleman, many years fince, and when 
another perfon was Minifter, offering him the finecure which he now 
held; that what the learned: gentleman had faid was moft {trily cor- 
rect, At the fume time he muft do {6 much jultice to the noble Lord 
as to declare, that he was not prefent at any interview between the 
learned gentleman, the noble perfon then at the head of Adminiftra- 
tion, and himfelf, while the treaty was in agitation; .nor was the noble 
Lord, as far as his knowledge went, privy to the promife made to the 
learned gentleman by his predeceflor. 

Many more words pafled on this fubjeét, after which the Attorney 
General rofe, owned that the tranfaction alluded to him, but denied 
that he either ever had, or ever would make a bargain for himfelf, an 
humble individual of that profeflion—make no terms, but receive fuch 
honours and fuch emoluments, as his royal mafter fhould be gracioully 
pleafed to beftow on him, with reverence and gratitude, 

Mr Aftoruey, after a fevere fatire on the conduct of the Speaker in 
the tranfaction juft ftated ‘by him to the Committee, fpoke mott ably 
upon the principlt of the bill, and in.defence of the Board of ‘Trade. 

Mr Dunning replied, and clofed the debate. 

The Committee divided upon the claufe at fwe o'clock. 

Aves 29 Noes 99 

The fupporters of the bill therefore hhave carried the claufe, for abo- 
lifhing the Board of Trade. 

After the divifion, it was agreed to adjourn, report their progrefs to 
the Houfe this day, and afk leave to fit again. 

Lord North, by agreement, is to open the remainder of the Budget, 
and propofe the new taxes, to-morrow.
